Anemia, constipation, indigestion. lack 
of cleanliness may all predispose to 
acne. 

Treatment is chiefly local, although 
the diet may be regulated to lessen its 
intensity. Overindulgence in candy 
and sweets and starchy food is to be 
avoided. Eating slowly is recommend- 
ed; also proper exercise and free water 
drinking between meals and plenty of 
fresh fruits to prevent constipation 
are advisable. a
